Updating its Classics line, and going big at the same time, the new Triumph 
Bonneville T 120 brings a liquid-cooled 1200cc motor to the table, along 
with an all-new chassis that continues to tap into the historic character of 
the brand. With a muscular 88.5 ft/lbs being produced at just 3100 rpm, 
the T120 will have all the grunt you’ll need around town, as well as the 
power to get serious in the canyons. With a 270-degree firing interval, the 
T120 will have that torquey rumble that can make a parallel twin magical. 
Thanks to ride-by-wire, the T120 also gets modern electronics, such as 
traction control and power modes. A Black version will, as you might 
expect, be blacked out for a more aggressive look.

A companion piece to the thoroughly modern Triumph Street Triple 675, 
the Street Twin takes a more historic approach to English sport riding. 
Tapping into the new torque-focused 900cc Bonneville vertical twin 
powerplant, the Street Twin produces 59 ft/lbs of torque at 3200 rpm, 
and it does it with a warm- feeling 270-degree firing order. Technology 
is brought in via ride-by-wire, along with traction control and ABS. To 
encourage personalization of the Street Twin, Triumph is offering three 
kits to inspire buyers: The Scrambler kit (high pipes). Brat Tracker kit 
(stripped down) and Urban kit (cafe style).

Triumph Thruxton. Powered by a liquid-cooled, 8-valve, SOHC vertical 
twin that cranks out 82 ft/lbs of torque at 4950 rpm, the new 1200cc 
Thruxton has low bars for that cafe racer experience. The ride-by-wire 
motor enjoys traction control and power modes, along with ABS for 
the triple disc brakes. The R version of the Thruxton is equipped with 
Brembo monoblock calipers, Brembo floating discs, and a Brembo master 
cylinder in the front. The forks on the R are Showa Big Piston models, 
and the rear shocks are Ohlins. Pirelli Diablo Rosso Corsa tires means the 
R will stick in the corners on a level commensurate with its suspension 
and braking.

Syllvain Guintoli took the Aprilia RSV4 to the 20 14 Wo rid Superbike Championship, 
and the street legal version of the bike does not disappoint. The Aprilia Traction 
Control has eight settings, which the rider can change on the fly. Other aspects of 
the system include the self-explanatory Aprilia Wheelie Control, Aprilia Launch 
Control, and Aprilia Quick Shift. Further, the rider can program the fuel injection 
system exactly to his needs. An underseat fuel tank helps centralize weight for 
featherlight handling.

Although not quite as ready for World Superbike competition as its Factory 
counterpart, the RSVR R APRC ABS is still a formidable machine that puts out 184 
horsepower from its V-4 motor. The R gets by with high-quality Sachs suspension, 
rather than top-of-the-line Ohlins, but that will be of little concern for most street- 
going riders. The full suite of Aprilia Performance Ride Control electronics are 
there, including a clutch free quick-shifter. Certainly, the R is track ready, with a 
Track power mode for maxiumum performance, along with Launch Control for 
getting off the starting line most efficiently. A slipper clutch, Brembo calipers, and 
three-position Bosch ABS helps in slowing down the RSV4 R.

Beta has seriously updated the RS line for 2015, with new slightly smaller displacement 
motors that put out the same power as the larger (and heavier) engines they replace.
